On the othed hand, if the con- 
sumer wants a certain line of 
produce let him make his wants 
known in the same way. 

To be sure there would still be 
the middleman—the newspaper 
—but the newspaper does not 
charge the usual middleman’s 
fees.

VOTE WITH FATHER, 


* Among the changes made in 
the Municipa] Act at this setting 
of the legislature was one which 
provides that the wife, daughter 
or son of the man owning the 
property will have the. same 
rights of-veting and the same 
rights of candidature belonging 
to the husband and father. That 
is a democratic change, In the 
past the husband and father was 
looked upon as a sort of _ pat- 
riarch, who did the voting for 
the family. Now the family 
has an equal right in these func- 
tions with the head of the fam- 
ily. It is a good change. 


The Provincial Department of 
Agriculture for Alberta has en- 
red with energy and careful or- 
ganization upon its plan to se- 
cure greater production.

‘Three years ago the Seed Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa, ‘published a bulletin on the feed 
value of grain screenings, which \in- 
cluded the results df feeding tests un- 
dertaken by the Experiméntal Farms 
Bratch. Owing to the growing 
searcity of feeds, the elevator oper- 
stors have paid more and mofe atten- 
tion to these screenings, with a view to 
preventing the waste of any small or 


broken grains or’ weed seeds that |’ 


might be used for feed. Asva result, 
the lower grades of screenings,, are 
now composed almost entirely of very 
small weed seeds, whith are very dif- 
ficult to grind properly and are not 
relished by stock unless mixed with 
other feeds. At the present time, the 
feeds division of the live stock branch 
is making a further careful study of 
the question with a view of obtaining 
the maximum benefit from: this im- 
portant by-product of the farm and 
the grain elevator.
